PART II:  REQUESTOR’S PRINCIPLE DOCUMENTATION AND POSITION SUMMARY 
 
Requestor submitted an operative report, discharge summary and position statement. Requestor indicates in their position statement; “Our 
client does not agree with the position of the insurance carrier and is seeking assistance form the Medical Dispute Resolution for the 
disposition of this fee reimbursement dispute in question.” Requestor is seeking an additional reimbursement in the amount of $25,616.98. 
 
 
PART III:  RESPONDENT’S PRINCIPLE DOCUMENTATION AND POSITION SUMMARY 
 
Carrier indicates in their position statement: “The hospital fee guideline proves two criteria that must be met for a bill to be reimbursed under 
this section: (i) the total audited charge for a hospital admission must exceed $40,000 AND (ii) the admission must be one that required 
‘unusually costly or extensive services.’ The stop-loss method should not apply to patients that did not require unusually costly or extensive 
services, even if the total audited charge exceed $40,000.”

PART V:  MEDICAL DISPUTE RESOLUTION REVIEW SUMMARY, METHODOLOGY, AND/OR EXPLANATION 
 
This dispute relates to inpatient services provided in hospital setting with reimbursement subject to the provisions of Rule 134.401 
(Acute Care Inpatient Hospital Fee Guideline).  The hospital has requested additional reimbursement according to the stop-loss method 
contained in that rule.  Rule 134.401(c)(6) establishes that the stop-loss method is to be used for “unusually costly services.”  The 
explanation that follows this paragraph indicates that in order to determine if “unusually costly services” were provided, the admission 
must not only exceed $40,000 in total audited charges, but also involve “unusually extensive services.” 
 
After reviewing the information provided by the provider, it does not appear that this particular admission involved “unusually extensive 
services.”  The provider submitted an operative report indicating that a left total knee replacement was performed and no complications 
were noted. Accordingly, the stop-loss method does not apply and the reimbursement is to be based on the per diem methodology 
described in the same rule. 
 
The carrier made reimbursement for the 2-day stay in the amount of $3,201.39.  
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The requestor billed $1,029.00 for the implantables per their submitted UB-92 revenue code 278. 
 
The carrier reimbursed the requestor $222.20 for the implantables and $178.50 for blood products. 
 
Requestor submitted implant invoices indicating a total of $707.00 for cement and $6,106.50 for the implantables for the knee. Even 
though the Requestor did not include this amount of the UB-92, there is evidence in the operative report that this was used and therefore 
reimbursement at cost plus 10% will be considered. 
 
Therefore, reimbursement based on per diem is $2,236.00(2 x $1,118.00) and reimbursement for the implantables at cost plus ten percent 
is $7,494.85 ($6,813.50 x 110%). Per diem for the 2-day stay is $2,236.00(2 x $1,118.000) + $7,494.85 for the implantables = $9,730.85 
- $3,201.39 already paid = $6,529.46 in additional reimbursement recommended. 
 
Therefore, based on the facts of this situation, the parties’ positions, and the application of the provisions of Rule 134.401(c), we find 
that the health care provider is entitled to additional reimbursement. 
 
 
PART VI:  GENERAL PAYMENT POLICIES/REFERENCES IMPACTING DECISION

PART VII:  DIVISION DECISION AND ORDER 
 
Based upon the documentation submitted by the parties and in accordance with the provisions of Texas Labor Code, Sec. 
413.031, the Division has determined that the requestor is entitled to additional reimbursement in the amount of $6,529.46. 
The Division hereby ORDERS the insurance carrier to remit this amount plus all accrued interest due at the time of 
payment to the Requestor within 30-days of receipt of this Order.
